Cottle, understood to be a former 
lieutenant in the Canadian Army 
who had been invalided back to 
Canada after service overseas, was 
represented by Harold Riley, Jr. 

Gathering in the courtroom at 
the time the press and other per- 
sons were excluded were a group 
of Army and Air Force officers, 
most of them wearing overseas 
service ribbons and some of them 
believed to have escaped from Nazi 
Europe after having been shot down 
during Allied air raids, 

No information concerning their 
connection with the trial was offi- 
cially released.

Capture Warong

KANDY, Ceylon, May 27. — Chi- 
nese forces have captured Warong, 
Japanese stronghold 12 miles north- 
east of Kamaing in Northern 
Burma, while in the Bishenpur area 
a Japanese battalion virtually was 
annihilated and its commander 
killed, an Allied communique said 
today. 

Warong fell to a unit of the 
38th Chinese division which killed 
more than 100 Japanese in the 
attack. The Chinese forces also 

inflicted heavy casualties on the 
Japanese north of Kamaing and 
captured a huge enemy supply 
dump after ambushing a party of 
16 Japanese, killing 14, 

American and Chinese forces 
under Lt.-Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, 
advancing against heavy enemy 
fire from mortars and automatic 
weapons, drove a mile and a half 
closer to Myitkyina, where other 
Sino-American troops were still 
fighting the trapped Japanese de- 
fensers of the city.

Train Service 
Is Cut Further

LONDON, May 27—Both Brit- 
ain and Germany ordered fur- 
ther cuts in train service today as 
astep toward clearing railway 
lines for essential military traffic 
in connection with the invasion 
and subsequent battles, 

British rallways announced that 
cheap fare railway journeys for 
wives of British, Dominion, Colon- 
ial and Allied servicemen would be 
reduced drastically beginning June 
1 “due to the need for a progress- 
ive reduction in passenger ser- 
vices.” 

All British passenger trains al- 
ready were subject to cancellation 
without further notice. Despite the 
possibility that they may become 
stranded in the country, however, 
thousands of Londoners lined up 
at stations for available trains to the 
northwestern and Welsh coastal 
areas for the annual Whitsun holi- 
day. 

BAN IN GERMANY 

A Madrid dispatch to the London 
Daily Sketch told of the iatest re- 
duction In train service in Germany.

Castrocielo and _  Roccasecca, 
towns nestling in the foothills on 
northern edges of the Liri valley 
west-northwest of Cassino, were 
quickly cleared by Indian and 
Polish troofs of the 8th Army. 


ABANDON TANKS 

In this area paratroopers aban- 
doned two Mark Four tanks in good 
runnnig condition, nad three anti- 
tank guns were abandoned in Piedi- 
monte, along with masses of other 
equipment and material. 

Ceprano was also menaced 
from the south and southwest by 
Fighting French formations of the 
Sth Army, who have captured 
both San Giovanni and Pastena, 
both heavily-defended strong 
points. San Giovanni is four miles 
south and slightly east, and Paste- 
na six miles south and slightly 
west of Ceprano,

NEARING ARTENA 


The 5th Army reconnaissance ele- 
ments near Valmontone, which is 
about 21 miles from Rome, were re- 
ported in the vicinity of Artena, 
about 24a miles south of Valmont- 
one, 

Pacing the drive from the Anzio 
beachhead, these forces had ad- 
vanced about 12% miles north of 
the former beachhead perimeter 
after the Allies beat back sharp 
enemy counter-attacks, in which 15 
huge Tiger tanks participated. 

An official report said the 
enemy appeared to be pulling 
back heavy artillery from the 
Cisterna-Valmontone road. 

An Allied official spokesman de- 
clared “a tremendous amount of 
motor movement” was observed 
farther southwest, where other 5th 
Army troops crossed the Asemo 
river and took the village of Cas-

USE ALL DIVISIONS 


“All the German divisions in the 
line and in reserve at the start of 
the offensive now have been drawn 
into the main battle area, including 
two from the Adriatic flank,” this 
official said, 

All along the right flank of the 
Sth Army, near its junction with 
the 8th Army, resistance weakened 
Gradually, .This presumably © re- 
sulted from the German command 
finally acknowledging futility of at- 
tempting to hold on any longer in 
jthat area, and deciding to try pull- 
ing big forces out of danger of be- 
ing cut off and enveloped by the 
deep penetration in front of the 
Valmontone line. 


Germans gave ground reluc- 
tantly as the 5th Army widened 
the breach in their defences 
north and northwest of Cisterna 
and fought ever deeper into the 
salient pointed at Highway No. 6. 
Late last night it seemed Ameri-

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Skeptic Fears 
Health Scheme 
To Be Delayed 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 

Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 

OTTAWA, May 27—An_ im- 
pression that national health in- 
surance might not be enacted for 
another decade was reported yes- 
terday by a westerner who came 
to Ottawa to place information 
before the social security commit- 
tee, The skeptic was E. R. Powell, 
Regina, secretary of state hospital 
and medical league, an organiz- 
ation of laymen, who submitted a 
brief to Health Minister Macken- 
zie, and Cyrus MacMillan, M.P., 
chairman of the social security 
committée. 


The committee has concluded its 
public hearings, but the Powell sub- 
mission will form part of its re- 
cords, It was supported by J. H. 
Cumming, secretary of Saskatche- 
wan Teachers’ Federation. Mr. 
Powell's proposal, was that the 
municipal doctor and municipal 
hospital principle developed in the 
west showld be extended to all ocm- 
munities and that it be coupled 
with a system of well-equipped 
clinics for diagnosis and specialist 
services. Municipal schemes would 
be federated into a_ provincial 
scheme, 

DESCRIBES SUCCESSES 

Mr. Powell described the success 
of the Kaiser hospitals created in 
connection with the Kaiser ship- 
building industry in the United 
States. At Richmond, Calif., for in- 
stance, 36 full-time doctors and five 
part-time doctors provided the best 
medical service money could buy 
ata cost of $12 to $13 per capita, 
for 90,000 shipyard workers. This 
compares with the estimate of $21.60 
in the Canadian plan now under 
consideration. 

Petitions circulated by the state 
hospital and medical league in the 
west have obtained about 30,000 sig- 
natures already. Many  organiz- 
ations have affiliated with the 
league, said Mr. Powell. He is an 
employee of the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool at Regina, administer- 
ing trusts and estates. y

ALONG THE MELFA RIVER IN ITALY, May 27. — (CP) — 
Major E. C. Rawlings of Montreal told yesterday how a Canadian 
unit, piercing the Germans’ vaunted Hitler line, remained pinned to 
the ground in a wheat field under German fire, unable to lift their 
hands for 20 hours. 

He said four companies attacked recklessly in the middle’ of 
their sector of the Hitler line defences. As they attacked, the Ger- 
mans held their fire until the Canadians were less than 100 yards 
away. 
The Canadians advanced steadily across four acres of wheat 
and then the Germans opened up over open sights. Casualties were 
heavy, said Rawlings. 

The remaining members of the attacking unit were stuck in a 
wheat field, not daring to raise their hands for 20 hours, when the 
Germans were forced to retire.

Fears Monopoly 
On Oil Rights 
In Northwest 


OTTAWA, May 27—(CP)— 
Howard C. Green (P.C., Vancou- 
ver South), said last night in the 
Commons he did not believe 
smaller operators had a proper 
Opportunity for development of 
oil areas in Northwestern Canada 
in the future. 


He said he believed Imperial Oil 
Co. had been given certain exclus- 
ive rights under government orders 
covering northwestern areas, 


In the part of the Mackenzie 
River area where oil production 
had been achieved the Imperial Oil 
appeared to have exclusive rights, 
as well as in 140,000 acres for which 
exploration permits had been 
granted. 


OTHERS NEED HELP 


Mr. Green said it seemed other 
operators seemed doomed to failure 
unless they had help. No monopoly 
should be given Imperial Oil. 

Canada was buying out the 
American interest in northern air- 
fields. The policy in respect to other 
developments such as the Alaska 
highway and the Canol oil develop- 
ment should be explained. 

Resources Minister Crerar said 
that when the war was over 
the basis of settlement for the 
Canol project as already set out 
would be followed. There had 
been no suggestion Canada should 
pay for the highway. 

No monopoly was being given 
Imperial oil in the northwestern 
area, Government policy provided 
that other companies could par- 
ticipate in exploration and develop- 
ment of oil resources, as the loca- 
tion and development of these re- 
sources was desired. 


COMMON CARRIER 

The pipeline which would be 
necessary to carry out oil from any 
commercial development would 
have to be a common carrier un- 
der government regulation. 

A. M. Nicholson (CCF—Mac- 
kenzie) said plans should be 
made for the government to enter 
the oil developments after the war. 
The government should do this to 
assure the people that the ex- 
penditures on the development 
would be repaid.

rolling country between the Tivoli 
and Rome, the Germas would be 
forced to save what men they 

could regardiess of the loss of 

weapons — and probably could 
save only a fraction of their men 
at that. 

The German Tenth and Four- 
teenth armies have probably lost 
at least 40,000 men in dead, wound- 
ed and prisoners. The remainder— 
except for the divisions in the Al- 
ban Hills and between them and 
the coast above Anzio—are so tied 
down by Allied pressure that they 
have been unable to disengage. And 
whenever they attempt to move 
they are blasted incessantly from 
the air. 


SOLID TACTICS 

There is nothing revolutionary in 
the combat combination which 
Alexander used to smash the elab- 
orate mountain defences which the 
Germans spent months in perfect- 
ing and in threatening two whole 
armies with disaster. It has been 
primarily a job for the classic com- 
bination of artillery and infantry. 

The French provided Alexander 

with two experienced mountain 
divisions which took on and car- 
ried out brilliantly the job ef pry- 
ing the Germans out of the moun- 
tains between the two vital sec- 
ters of Cassino and the coastal 
strip. The Allies had never had 
the troops before to make such an 
attack, 

Alexander also had a wealth of 
artillery and heavy tank forces to 
be employed. The moment the 
drive penetrated into tank country 
he had air-domination to hamstring 
enemy communications. And he had 
enough United Kingdom, Dominion 
and American infantry to keep up 
the pressure along the entire front. 


CANUCKS IN RESERVE 

When British and Poles took Cas- 
sino and faced the prospect of 
storming the Adolf Hitler line, 
Alexander had the fresh Canadian 
Corps to take the job on. He was 
able to keep the main offensive go- 
ing without the help of diversions 
from the beachhead at Anzio until 
the point came when fresh beach- 
head forces could attack with maxi- 

mum effort. 

The second front is going to be 
on an entirely different scale 
from the Italian campaign. it 
will involve somewhat. different 

problems of attack and it will 
bring into play an_ infinitely 
greater variety of weapons and 
attack techniques. 

But the classic combination of in- 
fantry and artillery will probably 
bear the brunt of the job and they 
have shown in Italy that they can 
take the Germans on and lick 

them.

Calgary also has done some successful 
refunding, on a relatively small scale. A 
new bond issue of $1,635,000 was sold to 
obtain funds to retire a corresponding 
amount of maturing debentures. The inter- 
est rate for the first six years will be 3 per 
cent, and for the next eleven years 314 
per cent. The bonds sold at a premium 
which netted the city more than $19,000. 
The maturing bonds bear interest at 4.55 
per cent; and for the next six years the 
saving in interest will thus be slightly more 
than one-third. 

The city has the further advantage that 
interest on the new bonds will be payable 
in Canadian fusds. On Edmonton’s new 
refinancing issue the interest must be paid 
in United States funds, for the reason that. 
the bonds being retired are held in that 
country. Calgary’s maturing bonds were 
held in Canada. At present the exchange 
rate against Canadian money in New York 
is $11 on the such) 


The Mosquito Again 


From a conference of medical men in 
Toronto comes word that there are twelve 
types of mosquitoes; which seems to sug- 
gest that nature is unnecessarily prodigal 
in supplying varieties as well as numbers 
of the pests. One of these breeds of the 
germ-carrying class, the conference was 
told, is found in Canada; and the germs 
it is particularly liable to distribute are 
those which cause malarial fever. 

That brings the theme of the confer- 
ence into the list of things of practical 
interest to people in Edmonton, Perhaps 
some of these malaria-carriers are hatch- 
ing out in this area. If the city authorities 
have not already done so they should get 
busy and sprinkle that supply of anti- 
mosquito oil on the sloughs in and around 
the city. And should also make good use 
of any further supplies they can obtain. 

By way of emphasizing the need of 
preventive action the conference was told 
that malaria germs may be brought back 
from the tropics by service men returning 
from that zone, and thus put within reach 
of the carrier mosquitoes, Also that unless 
precautions are taken a malaria epidemic 
might sweep the country as the ‘flu did 
toward the end of the first great war. 

_ Without getting panicky, authorities 
all over Canada shouff. make note of this 
warning and take protective measures in 
keeping with the terrible results such an 
epidemic could cause. To just say it won’t 
happen is not good enough. Nobody sup- 
posed the ‘flu would reach Canada when 
the outbreak was reported in Spain. But 
it did.

Fitness Or Fetish? 


A great deal has been said and written 
about the current national physical fit- 
ness campaign which is supposed to cul- 
minate, eventually, in a National Physical 
Fitness Act. Just now a conference is 
going on in Ottawa among representatives 
from all nine provinces who are endeavor- 
ing to formulate a program of sports and 
athletics which will enhance the national 
health of Canada. 

There is much in favor of this move- 
ment. The percentage of physical dis- 
ability revealed in examinations for enlist- 
ment in the armed forces has been rather 
appalling. -Canada is not a fit nation. And 
experience has shown that directed phy- 
sical exercise does improve the general 
standard. British Columbia's experiment 
along this line has been notably success- 
ful. 

But there are dangers in the movement 
too. There is the very real danger of phy- 
sical excellence becoming a blind fetish in 
which every other form of improvement 
is subordinated to a powerful body. Some- 
thing of the sort happened in Germany be- 
fore this war, where young men and women 
were made perfect physical specimens but 
permitted to grow up in grossest ignor- 
ance. There must be remembered, too, 
those universities which emphasize ath- 
letics to the exclusion of scholarship. 

Sometimes athletic zeal is physically 
harmful. Many a delicate body has been 
ruined by the boisterous enthusiasm of 
sport fanatics. If, however, these dangers 
are adequately considered and duly guarded 
against, the movement has tremendous 
merit. There is every reason why this 
should be a robust country. There is no 
real reason why it should not be. 


The Big Forgotten Factor 


A survey has been made in Regina, 
with the idea of finding out how much 
money the people of that city plan to spend 
in post-war days in building new homes, 
repairing old ones, buying new furniture, 
automobiles and household equipment. The 
total runs to the impressive sum of 
$19,000,000, 

This figure may prove to be below the 
mark or above it; only time can decide that 
question. But the point of immediate im- 
portance is that Regina now has a more or 
less definite understanding of how much 
its people are likely to contribute to keep 
the wheels of industry turning when the 
war plants have closed down, It is 
obvious that they will look forward to 
post-war times with more confidence be- 
cause of this knowledge. 

If such surveys could be made in com- 
munities all across Canada, the aggregate 
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spending that is planned by private citizens 
would reach surprising proportions, If 
these are busy times in respect to war 
needs, they are equally times of inactivity 
in respect to a wide range of normal peace- 
time consumer needs. The things that 
people are doing without, of necessity ¢nd 
of choice, are building up a post-war de- 
mand of indefinitely huge dimensions, 
which it will take years to satisfy. 

Attention has been directed too ex- 
clusively to what the Dominion must do, 
and what the provinces must do, and what 
the municipalities must do, to prevent the 
country slumping into depression when the 
demand for war supplies tapers off. Not 
enough attention has been paid to the fact 
that in peacetime ‘it is not the spendings 
of governments which make jobs, but the 
spending of individuals. And never in his- 
tory had Canadians stored up anything 
like the buying power they now have with 
which to carry out their delayed building 
and buying plans. 

That is something worth thinking about 
when politicians and professional shud- 
derers sing the platform blues about ter- 
rible times ahead. 

Nazi officials and officers in France 
are reported to be shipping their women 
and haggage back to Germany. This does 
not imply that they are getting ready to 
evacuate, But it does show that they ex- 
pect France to become a battlefield and are 
by no means sure they can hold the coun- 
try. It discloses also a healthy suspicion 
that the few railways now operating be- 
tween France and Germany cannot be 


counted on to be still running trains a few - 


days or weeks hence. 


Marshal Kesselring is said to have had 
25 divisions in Italy, 18 of them in the 
fighting zone, the other seven trying to 
keep the Italians in the rear from wreck- 
ing his communication lines and otherwise 
playing havoc with his supports, One of 
his fighting divisions is now in Allied 
prison camps, and another is represented 
by killed, wounded and missing. Anything 
in the way of a successful “pincher” op- 
eration on the part of the Allies, such as 
the Russians staged on the eastern front, 
would threaten collapse of the whole enemy 
set-up in the northern half of the penin- 
sula.

Housing 

Editor, Bulletin: On May 10th I 
had a letter in The Bulletin giving 
details of how Edmonton could 
build 250 houses, total cost approxi- 
mately $640,000. Then add $160,000 
to organize a housing utility, total 
$800,000. I am asking the city to 
loan the housing utility this money 
at 2 per cent. interest, A house 
costing $2,000, rented at $10 a 
month would pay for the house in 
20 years. Taxes and upkeep of the 
houses would be the responsibility 
of the city. In this plan the city 
would get the money back in 20 
years and own these houses, and it 
would cost them nothing, and they 
could rent the houses to the public 
for at least 25 per cent. less than 
private owners would or could do. 

With mass production and low 
interest rates, it is impossible for 
private interests to compete with 
the city. 

May the llth Finance Minister 
Ilsley announced immediate reduc- 
tion in the interest rates on new 
loans under the National Housing 
act from 5 per cent, to 4'2 per cent, 
This would cost the city for one 
year $36,000 for interest. At 2 per 
cent. the interest would be $16,000, 
a saving of $20,000 for one year, for 
20 years $400,000.

Power Politice Element 
In Relationships of Big 


Three

Many will have read with interest 
Forrest Davis's reports in the Sat- 
urday Evening Post, on what hap- 
pened in Teheran. 

The propriety of making official 
revelations through privileged arti- 
cles is dubious. The administration 
has done it time ¢ 
and again—in the awe 
Darlan affair, as 
revealed by Dem. § 
aree. Bess; in our B® 
government's 
plan for a defeat- 
ed Germand (and F 
Italy) as revealed 
by Kingsbury 
Smith; in the 


white paper on 
the prelude to the Dorothy 
war as revealed Thompson 


by Joseph Alsop and Robert Kint- 
ner, 

It is a way of making official 
revelations without official respon- 
sibility for accuracy. It privileges 
certain journalists at the expense 
of others. And it permits a color- 
ation of the facts. 

* * * 


Having said this, we must never- 
the less study Mr. Davis's account 
of what happened at Teheran, as a 
most important document. It re- 
veals some encouraging things} 
about our foreign policy — and 
others not so encouraging. The 
agreement between the United 
States, Britain and Russia rests on 
a realistic recognition of the dis- 
aster that would follow a disruption 
of relations in the peace to come. 

Those who think of President 
Roosevelt as a crusader and general 
do-gooder to the world will get 
small support for their theory from 
Mr. Davis's expose of what his| 
foreign policy really is, Mr. Roose- 
velt is thinking in terms of power, 
and he has no intention of liquidat- 
ing any power position that the 
United States can maintain. 


In this he realistically accepts 
that the power of the United States 
cannot widen unless two partners 
can increase theirs. The chief prob- 
lem is how each of the three can 
increase its own power without 
getting into trouble with the others 
Britain and America, for instance, 
are prudently concerned with limit- 
ing Russian power in Europe, On 
the other hand, the United States 
at least, is willing to see the Soviets 
have an access to the Atlantic, and 
the president suggested the crea- 
tion of a “free state” of Kiel under 
“United Nations” authority, inter- 
nationalizing the German Kiel can- 
al connecting the Baltic and North 
Seas which is capable of carrying 
capital ships. 

For this he won an enthusiastic 
handshaps from Stalin—but not 
from Churchill. 

* * * 


In order to keep within the limits 
of the Atlantic charter Mr. Roose- 
velt goes back to the League of 
Nations mandate theory but wants 
to see it exercised as a “trustee- 
ship” to prevent the mandatory 
powers from considering themselves 
outright owners of ports, harbors, 
colonies and strategic islands. Ap- 
parently the former practice of the 
powers to regard mandates as their 
own territory is to be restricted by 
flying a United Nations flag along 
with their own. I confess to skep- 
ticism regarding the effectiveness of 
this. 

The real situation seems to be: 
The president wants an extension 
of American power in the South 
Pacific and to the western shores 
of Africa, in what is now French 


territory—possibly in Dakar. No 
rich territories but control over 
large oceanic territories and air 


bases for considerations of security 
will thus be won. 

Obviously the Russians are dis- 
interested, The real trouble might 
arise with the British, But it is al- 
ready apparent that they will be 
compensated for a relative weaken- 
ing of their position in Asiatic 
waters by gains in Africa at the 
expense of Italy, and by & solidifi- 


cation of their position in the near 
ast. 
; ‘Russia wants a restoration, with a 
few accommodations, of her em- 
pire of 1914, 

*x* * * 

This is power politics on a great 
scale, One should not fear words; 
all politics involve power. But this 
arrangement, though it might settle 
the affairs of the big three would 
not settle the affairs of the Globe, 
It is significant that Mr, Davis re- 
ports that no conclusions were 
reached regarding the future of 
Germany, and that the President 
threw his weight against any ex- 
plicit agreements, preferring to 
await developments there. Yet the 
future of Germany is of primary 
concern to both Britain and Russia, 

Indeed, the whole of “urope is 
left a blank, except for the appar- 
ent intention of the President to 
acquire American bases on French 
African soil—which may throw the 
clearest light yet on his strained re- 
lations with General de Gaulle. 

* * * 


Yet the future of Europe is the 
burning question and will deter- 
mine whether or not there is perm- 
anent peace. The Teheran picture 
seems to assume that with the de- 
feat of Germany, Europe as a whole 
will be reduced to insignificance. 

If any European country is to 
play at world affairs, it will do so 
only as a satellite of one or the 
other big power. All other alterna- 
tives are apparently excluded. 

Mr. Davis’ article implicitly backs 
up the speech of Marshal Smuts in- 
viting the small western Atlantic 
countries to join the British Com- 
monwealth—and published immed- 
iately after the conferenca of Tehe- 
ran—and it fits in with the obvious 
moves of the Soviet Union to create 
spheres of influence in eastern Eu- 
rope, 

But if politics is foresight, it is 
necessary to consider the probable 
results of such a policy.

“Mankind, when they are left to 
themselves,” said George Washing- 
ton, “are unfit for their own gov- 
ernment,” Agreeing with him, the 
Founding Fathers of the United 
States tried to make sure that the 
American people would not elect 
their president. Instead, they were 
to be permitted only to choose a 
College of Electors, the wise men 
of each community who, meeting 
together, would choose for president 
the best available man in the na-| 
tion, Theoretically that is what the 
College of 531 Electors will do 
next November but, in fact, the 
people will elect the President, us- 
ing the Electors as rubber stamps. 
The voters will not vote for the 
president direct but for* electors, 
each of whom is pledged to support 
one or other of the presidential 
candidates, 

This makes the presidential 
election complicated. A candidate 
may have a large majority of the 
popular vote and only a small ma- 
jority in the College of Electors, 


or vice versa, It is the College 
vote that Messrs. Roosevelt and 


Dewey have to figure on and they

Jefferson, the Great Virginian

Of all the monuments and mem- 
orials with which Washington 
abounds, the only one to rival the 
simple and majestic beauty of 
Lincoln's shrine is the Thomas Jef- 
ferson memorial which was dedi- 
cated last year. Done in white 
marble in Pantheon design with 
great lonic columns supporting the 
domed roof, it is open to the 
weather on three sides. In the 
centre is a circular room 80 feet in 
diameter in which on a high ped- 
estal stands a heroic figure of the 
author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, Engraved on surround- 
ing panels are extracts from the 
Jefferson credo, 

Among the Founding Fathers 
were many abler men than Thomas 
Jefferson, In the age of great 
orators, he was such a dismal 
speech-maker that he seldom spoke. 
As Governor of Virginia, he was 
not a notable success. He turned 
some superb phrases in his writing, 
yet his style often tended to florid 
wordiness. True, he was the chief 
author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, yet the document which 
stands in his name now had the 
benefit of judicious editing by his 
colleagues. They gouged whole 
paragraphs from it and the cutting 
improved it immensely. Yet Thom- 
as Jefferson has come closer 
through the years to being all things 
to all Americans than any of his 
contemporaries 

* * * 


To those who view with alarm 


federal power, he is remembered 
as the great advocate of state 
rights. To the New Deal central- 
izers he was the advocate of a liv- 
ing constitution which grew with 
the times. To those who oppose the 
expansion of governmental bur- 
eaux, he is the man who said—that 
government is best which governs 
least. Those who seek to expand 
the government's function into 
fields of social service quote his 
words from the Declaration of In- 
dependence, that governments are 
created to secure the inalienable 
rights of all men to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. 

In his Literary History of the 
American People, Charles Angoff 
remarked that of all the Founding 
Fathers, Jefferson came closest to 
catching the spirit of the times in 
his thought and writing. It was he 
who crystalized and put into words 
and deeds the vague yearning of 
the common men and women of the 
13 colonies. But he did more than 
that, he laid down the broad prin- 
ciples of government which have 
since come 
democracy has existed.

It was Jefferson who so vigor- 
ously espoused the principle of 
the sovereignty of the people. He 
was the father of free universal 
education. He was the architect 
of a judiciary system which was 
independent of government, He it 
was who separated the church from 
the state, who formulated the 
charter of religious liberty, He was

bounties and monopolies and for 
the emancipation of the slaves. A 
born aristocrat he was the great 
equalitarian of his time, the cham- 
pion of universal suffrage and pol- 
itical equality. Above all; 

“I have sworn upon the altar 
of God eternal hostility dgainst 
every form of tyranny over the 
mind of man.” 

Of all the American tribal gods, 
Jefferson is peculiar in one respect. 
In a nation which sets such tre- 
mendous store by success in amas- 
sing worldly goods, he was an out- 
standing failure. The Squire of 
Monticello was too fond of good 
living to be a good manager. His 
plantation in Virginia covered 5,000 
acres, his income as a lawyer was 
substantial, but he went through 
life only one jump ahead of the 
bailiff. Once he had to sell off his 
library to meet the demands of 
his crediters. 

His mansion was always full of 
guests who came for days and 
stayed for weeks. Be died a bank- 
rupt, but left behind a legacy of 
freedom which has served all man- 
kind through the ages since his 
death, The principles which Jeffer- | 
son espoused are not exclusive | 
property of the United States.

The last presidential election, of 
1940, was regarded as an enormous 
popular victory for Mr. Roosevelt. 
Yet Mr, Willkie was only 4,900,000 
votes behind him over the whole 
nation. If Mr. Roosevelt lost 
2,500,000 votes this year and Mr 
Dewey gained them (assuming) 
the total vote was about the same) 
the President would lose the elec- 
tion, Actually, as Mr. Eliot Jane- 
Way voints out in the current issue 
of “Fortune,” the 1940 election 
was decided by a much smaller 
margin than this — by something 
less than 500,000 votes distributed 
among the ten big states, each with 
big blocs of Electors in the College. 

Since 50,000,000 votes were cast, 
Mr. Roosevelt really won by a 
very uncomfortable margin, less 
than one per cent. Yet in the Col- 
lege Mr. Roosevelt received 449 
votes and Mr. Willkie 82. Mr, 
Willkie lost ten close states and 
185 electoral votes by a total of 
only 910,000 votes. A slight gain 
in these vital states would have 
made him president. 


* * * 
These facts must be remem- 
bered in calculating this year's 


chances, As Mr. Janeway says, Mr. 
Roosevelt can hardly expect to re- 
peat the 1940 vote. His chances are 
definitely poorer at the moment 
than they were four years ago. He 
still holds the Solid South, 11 states, 
with 124 electoral votes, but if the 
Midwest is against him, with its 
146 votes, as seems quite possible, 
he must make up for it by strong 
support on the east and west coasts. 

Mr. Janeway, a seasoned observer,

balance, they will win with 277 
votes. The Democrats, on the 
other hand, will start with 124 
southern votes. If they can add 
California's 22 they will have 
146. Then if they split the differ- 
ence they can win—under one 
condition. The total of electoral 
votes is an odd number. To 
win by carrying California and 
breaking even in the other close 
states, the Democrats would 
have to bag the odd vote; if they 
lost Missouri's 15 votes they 
would have to hold New Jer- 
sey's 16. For the Republicans, 
therefore, California is a stra- 
tegic margin of safety. They can 
| afford to lose it, if they can win 
its equivalent elsewhere. But 
the Democrats can afford to split 
the doubtful area only if they 
can first capture California. For 
them it may well be the election.” 
“Fortune's” public opinion poll 
has showed all this year a popular 
majority for Mr. Roosevelt over all 
rivals if the war is still under way, 
and a popular majority usually 
means election. But in the cumber- 
some indirect election system, with 
blocs of electoral votes to con- 
sider, it is necessary to consider 
the distribution of the popular vote. 
For example, if Mr. Roosevelt got 
every vote in the safe South it 
would not increase his electoral 
vote in-the least, though it might 
pile up his national total. From all 
these calculations only one clear 
prospect emerges—this year's elec- 
tion is likely to be close and cer- 
tainly will be bitter.

If Canada had a good supply of 
oil in the north west she could trade 
that oil for United States oil that 
could be used to serve eastern mar- 
kets. This would put Canada “in a 
vastly stronger position with re- 
spect to petroleum than we are to- 
day.”

The mission has established a number of small 
halls, called Soldiers’ Welcome, near some of the camps. At least one 
of these places is being well patronized by Americans. The missioner 
in charge is held in such respect by the American officers that he has 
been granted a pass to visit the barracks and camps of no fewer than 
eight units. Everywhere he is well received. ; 

He writes that it has been a real joy to have fellowship with United 
States army chaplains “who preach the true gospel message.” They 
rejoice in their men getting converted, and they have invited the evan- 
gelist to preach in their camp churches. A number of Christian sol- 
diers have helped by taking meetings in the Soldiers’ Welcome hall. 
At one such service the commanding officer of the unit sat in the front 
row, and afterward expressed his appreciation within the hearing of 
his men. 

You will be interested to learn that this evangelist has contacted 
at least one former student of Moody Bible Institute. His name is Cor- 
poral Henry G. Riser, and he is the chaplain’s clerk. As the Open-Air 
Mission evangelist was trained at the Bible Training Institute of Glas- 
gow, which owes its inception likewise to D. L. Moody, it gave the Eng- 
lishman much joy to have fellowship with the corporal, whom he des- 
cribes as “a very keen Christian, a musician, and a member of the 
regimental band before he became the chaplain’s clerk.” 

On Thanksgiving Day, the evangelist was invited to dine with the 
officers in their mess. The evangelist says: “After dinner we made 
our way to the day room, to hold the Thanksgiving service. What a 
thrill it was to see the men coming in, until all available space was 
taken up. They sat on chairs. tables, the floor, or stood at the back. 
... dames 1:16-27 was the passage of Scripture which I gave them. 
There was a very impressive atmosphere, and one felt that all were 
giving thanks to God for all He had been to us and done for us. 

“On the next day the mess sergeant invited Mrs. Walters and my- 
self to have dinner with them on Sunday. Again we were seated at the 
officers’ table, and God’s hand was seen in our being there, for I was 
given permission to go anywhere I desired+in the camp of this newly- 
arrived unit, It was good also, after dinner, to be approached by an 
officer's orderly, and to learn that He was a Christian. I introduced 
him to the N.C.O. who had cooked our dinner, he too being a keen 
Christian. Both men have since taken part in our week night meetings.” 

This evangelist has also been greatly bJessed among men in the 
detention camp. He was invited by the American officer in charge to 
visit the men there, before a chaplain was appointed. Every Sunday 
afternoon a service is held, the attendance being voluntary. For the 
first service only 10 came, but now more than a hundred turn up. It 
is evident that the evangelist has won his way into the hearts of these 
men, a good many of whom are colored. 

Several ministers have told me of happy contacts they have made 
with American soldiers who have dropped into their churches. One 
such friend, who has a village church, had four U.S. soldiers come in 
on a Sunday evening. Through them he made the acquaintance of a 
Sergeant M. Vandenberg, who turned out to be a preacher. He was 
invited to take a service, and says my friend, “preached as clear a 
gospel as I have listened to for years.” Since then U.S. airmen and 
Christian men of the R.A.F, have been meeting for fellowship at the 
church.

The meeting in London of the Prime Ministers of the 
British dominions which ended on May 17 was of vital import- 
ance to the long-range interests of the United States. Its sig- 


nificance has generally been 
Since the enactment of the Stat- 
ute of Westminster there has been 
no similar conference which has 
been called upon to deal vith issues 
more fundamental in their bearing 
upon the future destinies of the 
English-speaking democracies, 


As the British people look ahead | 


to the post-war years, and as the 
members of their 
present govern- 
ment plan for 
that futre, the 
outstanding issue 
necessarily must 
be how best the 
British Common- 
wealth of Nations 
can shape its pol- 
icies so that in

SHARP CLEAVAGE 


The precise manner in which 
this basic question should be de- 
cided has long since been a mat- 


ter of discussion and even of pub- 


lic debate between outstanding 
leaders in the United Kingdom 
and in the British dominions. 


There has appeared to be a sharp 
cleavage of opinion Not many 
months ago Lord Halifax, in a 
speech in Canada, which unques- 
tionably represented a very great 
bulk of public opinion in the Brit- 
ish Isles, as well as in some of the 
British dominions, upheld the con- 
cept of a more firmly integrated 
British Commonwealth of Nations, 
more capable of fixing the foreign 
policy and the economic policy by 
which all of its component parts 
should be guided, on the ground 
that only in such a manner could 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions retain a position in the world 
equivalent to that now possessed 
by the United States and by the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 

The position of Mr. Curtin, the 
Australian Prime Minister, would 
seem to incline toward this point 
of view. 

The New Zealand Prime Minis- 
ter, Mr. Fraser, is said to be far 
less acquiescent. 


, GO STILL FURTHER 

y The solutions advocated by 
Marshal Smuts, the Prime Minister 
of the Union of South Africa, in 
} his own pronouncement upon the 
role which the British Common- 
wealth should follow after the war, 
made known some months ago, not 
only support the thesis advanced 
by Lord Halifax but go still fur- 
ther by suggesting the incorpora- 
tion within some form of supple- 
mentary federation of the United 
Kingdom and the democracies of 
Western Europe. 

To him there could be no valid 
partnership—one as between real 
equals—on the part of the major 
powers in the post-war period un- 
less the position of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations were to 
be fortified in this manner. 

The stature of Mackenzie King, 
the Prime Minister of Canada, as 
a world statesman has grown im- 
measurably during these war 
years, The position which he has 
taken with regard to these ail- 
important questions of policy is 
in sharp contrast to that of some 
of these other leaders. He has 
made this plain in numerous 
statements, but never more em- 
Phatically than in his recent 
speech to members of both hous- 
es of the British Parliament. In 
that speech he said: 

“If at the close of hostilities, the 
strength and unity of the common- 
wealth are to be maintained, these 
ends will be achieved not by poli- 


cies which are exclusive but by 
policies which can be shared by 
other nations. I am firmly con- 
vinced that the way to maintain 
our unity is to base that unity 
upon principles which can be ex- 
tended to all nations. I am equally 
convinced that the only way to 


maintain world unity is to base it 
upon principles that can be uni- 
versally applied, Both the security 
and the welfare of the nations of 
the British Commonwealth, and in 
a large measure the securily and 
welfare of all peace-loving nations, 
will depend on the capacity of the 
nations of the commonwealth to 
give leadership in the pursuit of

| ESSENTIAL TO U.S. 

I think there can be no question 
in the minds of the overwhelming 
majority of the people of the 
United States that the continuing 
influence of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations in the world of 
the post-war period is essential to 
the basic interests of the United 
States. The reasons for this are so 
manifold and so obvious that they 
require no new analysis. But the 
nature of the policies to be pursued 
by the British Commonwealth as 
a whole, or by its component parts 
individually, is the immediate ques- 
tion of concern to this country. For 
the decisions reached will inevit- 
ably help to determine not only the 
kind off world organization which 
can be constructed, but likewise 
the rapidity with which the United 
Nations *may be able to achieve 


are 


World reconstruction and world 
stability. 
In Mr. Churchill's exceedingly 


eloquent speech upon the British 
Empire delivered in the House of 
Commons a few days ago, he said, 
“T have never conceived that a 
fraternal association with the Un- 
ited States would militate in any 
way against the unity of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth and Empire or 
breed ill feeling with our great 
Russian ally... . In this far greater 
world structure which we shall 
surely raise out of the ruins of 
desolating war there will be room 
for all generous free associations 
of a special character, so long as | 
they are not disloyal to the world 
cause and seek to bar the forward 
march of mankind.” 

This statement, it seems to me, 
can only be regarded as wholly 
accurate if the policies of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations in 
the future become policies of the 
character so stoutly urged by the 
Prime Minister of Canada. _ The 
British Commonwealth has been a 
constructive and stabilizing factor 
in furthering world progress. It 
will continue to be so if, in Mr. 
Mackenzie King's words, it is guid- 
ed by policies which “are not ex- 
clusive but inclusive.” If, for ex- 
ample, the economic policies adopt- 
ed by the commonwealth after the 
war continue to be exclusive, as 
they are at present, and continue 
to provide for the imperial prefer- 
ences established at the Ottawa 
Conference, there will be no hope 
for the international adoption of 
those liberal and non-discrimin- 
atory trade policies which are the 
only foundation upon which a 
healthy and expanding internation- 
al trade can be built up in the 
future, 

The continuation of the unim- 
paired unity of the British Com- 
monwealth as a “generous free 
association of a special character” 
can be wholly compatible with the 
creation of a world organization 
capable of maintaining peace and 
security, But it will only prove 
to be so if this “generous free as- 
sociation” adopts and maintains 
policies which make for universal 
co-operation, and not for regional, 
or national, segregation.

City Is Sued For 
Sum of $51,373 


Resulting from an accident at the 
intersection of 124 street and 118 
avenue in which Jack Vignuda, 52 
years old, received injuries from 
which he died, an action was start- 
ed in Supreme Court Saturday by 
S. H. McCuaig, K.C., seeking $51,373 
special and general damages from 
the City of Edmonton. Plaintiffs 
to the action are Mrs. Anna Vig- 
nuda, in her capacity as administra- 
tor of her husband's estate, and two 
children, Ida Marie McVee and 
John James Vignuda, both minors. 

The accident occurred when a 
street car travelling south on 124 
street ran through a switch and 
struck the deceased who was wait- 
ing to board the car. The accident 
happened on March 10 last. 

Mr. Vignuda suffered a fracture 
of the skull and other injuries from 
which he died shortly after the 
accident. 

The plaintiffs are claiming $373.50 
special damages and $51,000 gen- 
eral damages from the City of Ed- 
monton, operators of the street rail- 
way system.

Church Asks 
Settlement of 
Canadian Japs 


The Alberta conference of the 
United Church of Canada, meet- 
ing Saturday morning in Metro- 
politan Unitea church, endorsed 
a resolution asking the Dominion 
government for regulations per- 
mitting resettlement of Japanese 
Canadians. 

The group asked the government 
to provide placement for Japanese 
Canadians ‘in jobs according to 
their occupational skills and inter- 
ests, in such a way as to obtain 
dependable incomes, opportunities 
for regular home life, adequate ed- 
ucation, and satisfactory social re- 
lationships and recreational facil- 
ities, 

The conference stated the vast 
majority of Japanese Canadians 
are loyal Canadians. They were 
ready to co-operate in the order 
for evacuation, accepting the move 
as patriotic citizens. No sabotage 
has been found to be committed by 
them. Their criminal record on the 
west coast has been the lowest of 
any racial group; as a group they 
are bright, intelligent, industrious, 
ambitions, well-mannered, clean. 


Given a chance they readily 
adopt Canadian ways of life, speak 
the Canadian language, and attend 
churches—over one-half being 
members or adherents of Canadian 
churches. 

Members of the conference be- 
lieve they can obtain justice and 
liberty for Canadian citizens only 
as they secure them for all Canad- 
ian citizens. Denial to any is a 
threat to all. 

The report of the committee 
for missionary education and for- 
eign missions also supported any 

movement on the part of the 
church courts to urge upon the 
government that when making 
new treaties with China, condi- 
tions of entrance to this country, 
and rights obtainable here, shall 
be in harmony with what mem- 
bers expect China to grant Can- 
adians in that country. 
PUBLICATIONS GROUP 
The committee on publications, 
convened by Mrs. Myra Mather as 
secretary, and the Rev. Dr. E. T. 
Scragg as chairman, reported that 
the church publishing house had 
enjoyed one of the best years in 
its history of 115 years of operation. 
The turnover on sales for the 
year amounted to $1,431,746, almost 
a quarter of a million dollars more 
than was done over a year ago. 
The Rev. Oswald W. S. McCall, 
D.D., Vancouver, preached on 
“Jesus, Race and Nation”, at, the 
morning worship service. The Rev. 
J. H. Arnup, D.D., also gave an ad- 
dress. 

The re-opening and dedication of 
the original McDougall church as 
a shrine and museum took place 
Saturday afternoon. 

A lay association banquet will 
be held at the Corona hotel Satur- 
day evening when the Rev. J. H. 
Arnup, D.D., will give an address 
on “A Trip to South Africa”.

John C. Kenwood, vice-president, 
Edmonton Real Estate Associa- 
tion, who said Saturday there has 
been no noticeable let up in the 
demand for city houses, and that 
the demand for low-priced homes 
to purchase is still at peak level. 


Heavy Demand 
For City Houses 
Is Continuing 


Although staffs in some local 
war industries have been reduced, 
there has been no noticeable let- 
up in the demand for houses in 
Edmonton, according to John C. 
Kenwood, vice-president, Edmon- 
ton Real Estate Association. 


“This would show that most of 
those laid off were able to obtain 
other work in the city, thereby not 
releasing any housing accommoda- 
tion for other applicants,” Mr. Ken- 
wood states. 

He said the demand for low- 
priced homes to purchase is still at 
peak level, most persons being anxi- 
ous to obtain possession in time for 
planting a garden. 

“Private uilding should be en- 
couraged to the utmost in the erec- 
tion of new homes, but there is a 
percentage of our people, possibly 
25 per cent, who could not afford 
to purchase a new home, or whose 
accommodation was so uncertain as 
to season or location of employ- 
ment, to make it impracticable,” the 
official said. 

“For these people some plan for 
assisted housing must be developed 


{to assure them a respectable home 


for themselves and their families, 
which security of tenure brings 
peace of mind and better citizen- 
ship.” 

BUILDING IN OUTSKIRTS 

“In driving around the city. espe- 
cially in the outskirts, one is im- 
pressed by the large number of 
neat three or four room homes that 
are under construction, or have 
been built during the last 12 
months, evidencing the steady 
growth taking place. 

“What the immediate post-war 
picture will be on housing when 
war industries are closed and our 
servicemen are disbanded resulting 
in many returning to their original 
homes, we do not know. 

“I have confidence enough in our 
city to know that we are going to 
go on growing.”

Asks Action on 
Beautification 
Of Hotel Park 


On the eve of his departure for 
the Pacific coast “for a three- 
month vacation, Frank Pike, 
prominent Edmonton resident 
who has been active in the cam- 
paign for beautification of the 
Macdonald hotel site, on Satur- 
day appealed to his many friends 
“to keep up the good work in 
this connection durins my ab- 
sence from the city.” 

Mr. Pike, formerly manager of 
the Bank of Montreal here, re- 
cently undertook promotion of the 
acquisition by the city of a park 
site immediately north of the hotel, 
for the future building of a monu- 
ment to commemorate the service 
and sacrifice of Edmonton's youth 
in the war. 

“We are all agreed that housing 
must take priority over plans for 
parks and beautification. A sane 
progressive housing program is an 
urgent and major necessity,” he 
said Saturday. 


PLAN IS IMPORTANT 

“We are, however, strongly of the 
opinion that a beautification plan is 
also of the utmost importance be- 
cause the ‘scuttling of the shacks’ 
in the heart of the ctiy would show 
a healthy and progressive spirit. 


“It would stimulate and encour- 
age home building and city develop- 
ment, and act as a strong tonic of 
vitamins at a time when it is badly 
needed.” 

Mr. Pike pointed out that the 
present “unsightly approach” to 
the Macdonald hotel is a poor 
advertisement and evidence of 

indifference and lack of civic 
pride. 

“It is, of course, impossible to 
estimate the effect that all this 
adverse advertisement has had on 
our progress and prosperity dur- 
ing the last 30 years,” he said, “but 
undoubtedly it has reacted most 
unfavorably on prospective in- 
vestors, home builders and others. 

“The longer we delay taking ac- 
tion the more Edmonton's pro- 
gress will be retarded. Nothing 
would be gained by further pro- 
crastination. 

“We have received a number of 
letters on the park plan from Ed- 
monton boys on active service—all 
the way from London to the north 
of Scotland, and the gist of their 
remarks has been, ‘Good work; we 
concur’.” 

CAN SOLVE HOUSING NOW 

Mr. Pike said that Edmonton has 
prospered during the war years 
and “we are now healthy and 
strong enough to solve the housing 
problem and to make preparations 
to welcome our boys back to a 
cleaner, brighter and more beauti- 
ful city. 

“The Macdonald Park plans are 
being given careful consideration 
by a strong committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and that 
body is co-operating with the city 
council, 

“Let us hope they will not be 
over-cautious. We have been timid 
souls for too long.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Pike will go to Vic- 
toria and expect to return to the 
city in September.

A parent would lack all incentive 
to change the environment or the 
treatment of her child if she felt 
sure all childish habits would re- 
main everlasting. 

It is more realistic to recognize

Members who 
were absent, and some additional 
persons, signed the document: later, 
the last one on November 4, 1776.

First produced in Sep- 
tember, 1928 it ran for 509 per- 
formances on Broadway with the 
beautiful and talented soprano 
Evelyn Herbert as Marianne, and 
Robert Halliday, dashing baritone 
as Robert. ‘ 

Transferred to London the oper- 
etta, staged at the historic Drury 
Lane theatre intrigued the fancy 
of Britishers and its stay in the 
great and famous theatre was of 
long duration. Then, as was inevit- 
able, Hollywood filmed it. No less 
a singer than Lawrence Tibbett was 
engaged to play the leading role, 
and his performance of the Rom- 
berg music drew countless patrons 
into the theatres where the picture 
was shown.

As is their almost invariable 
habit the Hollywood adapters 


played havoc with the original 
story and the locale was switched 
from Louisiana to Russia. Then, a 
couple of years ago, a re-make of 
the show appeared with Nelson 
Eddy and Jeanette Macdonald as 
Robert and Marianne respectively.

“The whole development.of boys’ 
programs in the last 40 years in 
Canada is one of the great stories 
of Canadian history,” he said. “In 
no qther country of the world has 
the boy had greater opportunities 
or finer training for manhood than 
in Canada.” 

Mr. Young outlined some of 
the activities of the Y.M.C.A. war 
services among Canadian service- 
men and said that this work 
“helps keep alive the realization 
of the fact that they one day will 
return to ordinary ways of life.”

Minister Ranks 
Churchill With 
Great Leaders 


“Winston Churchill is number- 
ed among the giants of history,” 
the Rev, Oswald W. $, McCall, 
D.D., Vancouver, said in a public 
lecture in Metropolitan Church 
Friday evening. He was speaking 
on “Churchill Améng the Giants,” 
and the address was part of the 
annual Alberta conference of the, 
United Church of Canada, being 
held May 24 to 29, 


The speaker reviewed history and 
named Churchill with such giants 
as Cicero, Caesar, William the Con- 
queror, Drake, Peter the Great, 
Cromwell, Pitt, Washington, Lin- 
coln, Milton, Shakespeare and so 
on. 


LOVES THREE THINGS 


According to Dr. McCall person- 
ality and intellect constitute great- 
ness. These Churchill certainly 
Ppssesses and he gathers clever 
colleagues around him, The speaker 
also said Churchill loves three 
things: war, politics and himself. By 
loving war the speaker did not 
mean Churchill likes war, but that 
he likes to deal with his enemies.

If you don’t like spinach, there 
are many other green, leafy vege- 
tables which you can grow in your 
Victory garden, But if none in the 
list that follows is to your liking, 
then something should be done 
about it. 

Green, leafy, red and yellow 


vegetables are the  vitamin-rich 
foods so essential to nutrition. 
They are rich especially in Vita- 
min A, At least one should be serv- 
ed on your table every day, and 
those who do not like them should 
eat them in spite of that, say the 
nutritionists, 

Some green leafy vegetables can 
be served raw in salads, others are 
cooked, and among these are the 
greens so highly esteemed as 
spring tonics by our grandmothers, 
who did not know about vitamins, 
but did know that greens were 
healthful 

In 25 days from seed after plant- 
ing you can be harvesting Tender- 
green, a variety of mustard, which 
produces large green leaves which, 
like Swiss chard, can be cut from 
the plant without disturbing the 
root, to be followed immediately by | 
another crop, r | 

There are several varieties of} 
mustard, maturing in 30 to 40 days, | 
which are popular for greens. They 
have a pungent flavor which is 
especially popular in the southern 
states, where greens have been a 
dietary ‘standby for generations. 
Most of the mustards will keep 
bearing until frost. 

Spinach takes longer to mature— 
40 to 50 days—and does not like hot 
weather, It is harvested by pulling 
up the plant by the roots, so that 
one crop is all it yields, Sow just 
as soon as the ground can be 
worked, in rows a foot apart, and 
thin out to six inches between the 
plants. A crop for fall may be sown 
in July, and will find the cool 
autumn weather to its liking. 

Swiss chard is a species of beet 
which produces an_ insignificant 
root, but luxuriant broad leaves, 
which have a distinct flavor which 
many like better than other greens. 


Chard may be cut off at the 
ground, and the roots will send 
up a new crop of leaves several 
times during the summer, It is 
highly esteemed for young children 
during the hot weather when spin- 
ach is difficult to grow 

New Zealand spinach is not a 
spinach, but a tropical plant which 
botanists call tetragonia expansa 
It should not be sown until the 
ground is fairly warm, and then it 
should be given plenty of room, 2 
to 3 feet between plants, 
northern states it grows to remark- 
able size, so that a peck of greens 
can be picked from a single plant 
once a week until frosts come. 

Garden sorrel is a hardy peren- 
nial which bears edible leaves con- 
sidered by many to be delicious. 
It should be sown in drills eighteen 
inches apart, preferably in light 
shade, as hot sun is said to increase

its acidity. The roots should be 
divided eyery four years. 

To confinue the greens program 
into the late fall and. winter, sow 
in June seeds of kale or borecole. 
Transplant to rows with two feet 
between plants. It takes 110 days 
to bring plants to maturity, but 
frost improves the flavor and the 
plants continue to bear long after 
other greens have been killed.

Keep Early Radish Sowings 
Down to One Week's Supply 


Radishes share with young onions x 
grown from sets the welcome which 
is always given the first harvest 
from the Victory garden. In three 
weeks from the time of sowing, 
Scarlet Globe radishes should be 
ready for the table. 

But in another week they are 
unfit to eat, a fact which many be- 
ginners ignore. If more than a 
week's supply of such an early 
variety is sown at one time, much 
of the harvest will go-to waste. 

It is a general rule that the longer 
a vegetable takes to mature, the 
longer the harvest lasts. Slower 
growing varieties of radishes re- 
main in good condition longer than 
the earliest, but all sowings should 
be carefully considered to make 
sure that a wasteful surplus is not 
produced. This is one of the most 
frequent subjects overgrown in the 
garden. 

Many gardeners grow the first 
radish crop by mixing a few radish 
seed with the seeds of carfots, 
parsnips, parsley and beets, all of 
which can be sown as soon as the 
soil has been prepared. An early P
